ELIMINATION WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The latest subterranean 

line on Herbert Hoover’s intentions has been obtained 

lately by top republican personages. Their information is that he is bent 

on building up a balance of power at the next convention for two pur- 

poses: (a) To insist that certain principles be included in the platform, 

oP to see that someone like Senator Borah does not get the nom- 
ination. 

The big boys seem to feel certain that this is the situation because it 
fits in with what they know. 

For instance, they have checked around the country on Mr. Hoover’s 
possibilities fom their ewn information. They are convinced that, if he 
goes into the market for southern delegates (who come high these days), 
his maximum possible strength at the convention would be 200 delegates. 
If he does not enter that expensive market, he will be far weaker. 

In either event, he can be a factor but not a nominee. 


PREPARATION Some of the delegations to the convention are al- 

ready as good as pledged, although the convention 
is eight months away. You may mark off New York for Snell, llinois 
preponderantly for Knox, Kansas for Landon, and (mark you well) Michi- 
gan uninstructed. 

This does not mean Senator Vandenberg, of Michigan, has been elim- 
inated. On the contrary, private bidders for his stock have been bullish 
lately. They figure that, if the convention devolves into a scrap between 
Senator Borah and the rest of the republican world at large, Mr. Vanden- 
berg will have made no enemies, particularly not in Senator Borah’s camp. 


44 PER CENT New Dealers are toying backstage with a sharp new

It may give the 6 per cent mortgage bankers the Jitters to contem- 
plate such a reduction in interest and down payments, but at least two big 
New Dealers are already behind the project.

FALSE ALARM Miscellaneous tax receipts have been sliding for 60 

. days in the treasury daily statements. As a result, 
stories have gained wide circulation that business is easing up. A couple 
of congressmen have hinted as much publicly. The truth seems to be 
almost exactly opposite. 

If you dig into it, you will find that nearly every item of excise taxa- 
tion has increased. The decrease in the total is due to two factors, a 
sharp decrease in capital stocks tax receipts and the repeal of the bank 
check tax. The decrease in capital stocks taxes is due to a new regula- 
tion permitting delay in payments. In the end, they will probably amount 
to more than last year. 

The only business taxes showing any significant decrease during Sep- 
tember and October are those on autos and accessories. That is due to 
the pre-season lull. If the number of cars now being sold around here | 
is any indication, government revenues from this source will be far more 
than estimated before the end of the year. One local dealer has sold 
50 per cent as many cars during the last three weeks as during the whole 
of last year. 

The rest of the excise taxes are running generally about 10 to 15 per 
cent above last year, which is exactly how business is running.

—Iltaly’s Gibraltar— 


A simmering old volcano, jutting 
up out of the quiet blue Medite?ra- 
nean between Sicily and Africa, may 
burst into sudden fame if the threat- 
ened eruption of war should come, 
for it is Italy’s “little Gibraltar,” 
Pantelleria island. 

“Armies and navies under half a 
dozen or more flags have fought for 
Pantelleria, tiny and rough, but 
standing proudly almost square in the 
middle of the 90-mile bottleneck of 
the Mediterranean where all steamer 
traffic must pass from Gibraltar to 
Suez,” says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C., headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 
2,000-YEAR-OLD 
BATTLEGROUND 

“The Italian flag waves over Pan- 
telleria now, and it occupies just as 
Strategic a position as when Cartha- 
ginians and Romans fought there more 
than 2,000 years ago. Press dispatches 
report that it has been strongly for- 
tified. 

“The 2,700-foot volcano that forms 
the central feature of the little island 
l. now quiet. Volcanic fireg still sim- 
mer, however, deep down in Pantel- 
leria’s rocky bosom, as though symbolic 
of her turbulent past, and make their 
presence known through hot mineral 
springs and a few steaming fissures in 
the rocks. 

“Pantelleria is a mass of volcanic 
rock, thrust up from the Mediterra- 
nean’s bed in some remote time by 
voleanic forces. There have been vol- 
canic eruptions under water not far 
from its shores in recent times, while 
the well-known volcanoes, Mt. Etna 
in Sicily and Mt. Vesuvious at Na- 
ples, are still active not far away. 
POPULATION IS 
LESS THAN 10,000 

“With about twice the area of Man- 
hattan Island, New York city, Pan- 
telleria is half the size of Malta, 
British naval base 130 miles away to 
the east. It is 62 miles from south- 
western Sicily and only 44 miles from 
the coast of Africa. Its inhabitants 
number less than 10,000 and a penal 
colony has been maintained there. 

“Prehistoric tribes of Neolithic men 
lived on Pantelleria, for remains of 
their huts, pottery and obsidian tools 
have been found. Later, Carthaginian 
forces occupied the island and built a 
stronghold on twin hills near the pres- 
ent port. Later still the Romans came

“NATURAL” TRAP FOR BIRDS 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. .27.—(UP) 
The Niagara river is a “natural trap” 


for geese and other birds, Gardiner 
Bump, superintendent of game, New | 
York State Conservation Department, 
said tonight. 


The river is wide enough to attract 
migratory birds and wide enough so 
that a tremendous rush of water over 


the brink of Niagara Falls sets up a 


current of air through which the birds 
cannot fly. 

He suggested scaring the birds 
away from the river, as the only so- 
lution. 

“As far as I know,” Bump said, 


“the Niagara river is the only such 


trap in the country. The birds are 
carried by the swift current close to 
the brink of the falls before they 
realize their danger. Then, despite 
their tremendous powers of flight, 
they cannot rise above the air cur- 
rents which the falls set up. 

“T think it is ‘the air currents, 
rather than the exhaustion which af- 
fects the birds.

Instead he dallied with a plateful 
of vegetables and sipped a glass of tea 
to show the fighters he was with 
them. 

The monster feast was served in 
relays to five armies of 10,000 war- 
riors each, 312 cows having been 
slaughtered for the banquet. 

Afterwards the Negus addressed the 
primitive soldiers, calling upon them 
again to “show true scriptura] hos-| 
pitality, courtesy and kindness to all 
foreigners in the land.” 

A Reuter’s dispatch from Addis 
Ababa said Ethiopian commanders on 
all fronts had been warned to expect 
a general Italian offensive tomorrow, 
the anniversary of the fascist march

Final Group of U. S. Homesteaders 


Furnished All Household Equipment 


They Need; Settlers Must Pay Government $20 


a Month on 


“Own Home.”

(Fi—The final contingent of home- 
steaders moves this week into the 
original rehabilitation settlement plan- 
ned by the government for persons 
who have lost’ their means of liveli- 
hood and have been stranded in com- 
munities, 

There are approximately a score of 
to be moved from rambling 
shacks around long-deserted coal pits, 
as well as the relief rolls of Preston 
county, into the recently completed 
section of neat, white-painted 125 cot- 
tages that dot the rolling, picturesque, 
1,100-acre Arthurdale project. 

Just as their predecessors, who be- 
gan arriving a year ago last Junge. 
the newcomers will be furnished all 


the household equipment they may 
need. The government, however, re- 
tains title on everything given until 
payment is received. 

The head of the family is promised 


'30 hours of work weekly at a rate of 
pay ranging from 55 cents an hour for 


unskilled labor to SO cents an hour. | 
The settler agrees to pay $20 a month 
“on his home” and buys his food, 
fuel, clothing and the electricity that 
lights the home and runs the pump to | 
his water well. 
There are no taxes as yet. The land | 


Critics say $20 a month would not 
pay interest on the investment if the 
total cost is prorated to each home- 
steader. The sponsors say the project 


‘is an experiment and that a question 


of cost is unfair at this point. 
So far no policing has been requir- 


Flynn says the settlers are a big, hap- 
py family who get together each Fri- 
night in a dance, and need no special 
moral supervision. 

Flynn declares only one homestead- 
er has deserted since the colony was 
founded and pointed out today he 
doesn’t have a man who hasn’t im- 
proved his rating to higher than that 
of common laborer.

The plane 
could later return and land on some 
water reach marked off by the man 
left behind.” 

Lavarre said he had discussed a 
rescue expedition with State Depart- 
ment officials here and they had rec- 
ommended that an attempt be made.

SUIT B > VALUATION. 

Knowing 1\.hether t- bid at all, or 
when to stop once you have started, 
resolves itself into a process of ac- 
curately estimating the number of 
tricks you and your partner ‘an take. | 
While the words “never” and “al- 
ways” never should be used and al-| 
ways should be taboo among bridge | 
players, modern scientific methods 
have taken most of the “guess” out of| 
the situation under normal conditions. | 

The table of honor tricks is fixed | 
by the defensive value of the honors. | 
It is based on the fact that usually 
when your opponents are playing a | 
hand at a trump contract, no more 
than two tricks can be won against 
them in any suit, because declarer or 
dummy will be able to ruff the third 
round. But when you or your partner 
becomes declarer the danger of oppo- 
nents’ ruffs is much less, as it usually 
is possible to draw their trumps before 
they can use them for ruffing. 

Therefore, at your own bid, combi- 
nations of three or more honors, and 


much. greater value than on defense. 
In estimating their possibilities for 
your own suit a give them their 
full value. A K Q J can be expected 
to take no more than two tricks on 
defense, but is worth four tricks at 
your own bid. J 10 9 8, which prom- 
ises no tricks at all against the eppo- 
nents’ suit bid, can safely be counted 
as one winner at a suit bid of your 
own. A Q J figured at 11-2 tricks 
defensively, offers the certainty of two 
and the possibility of three to the de- 
clarers’ partnership. On the same basis | 
all other honor combinations auto-| 
matically increase in value when com- | 
puted from the standpoint of a final! 
bid by your own partnership. | 

In addition to the full value of the| 
honors, you also count your long suits, 
both the trump suit and any side suit 
of four cards or more, provided the 
side suit is headed by at least the jack. 
Count all long cards beyond three in 
a suit as one-half winners; in the 
trump suit, if your partner has sup- 
ported , all cards more than three 
are counted as one winner each. 

In supporting your partner’s suit 
also count honors at their full value, 
and long suits. Trump honors now are 
worth more than their honor trick 
value, one full winner being counted 
for ace, king, or queen-j. ck, and queen 
being counted one-half winner. Ruff- 
ing possibilities also are coufited by 
the supporting hand. With three cards 
in partner’s suit, count one-half win- 
ner for any doubleton, one winner for 
any singleton and two winners for any 
void in a side suit. With four cards 
of partner’s suit, double the winners 
for doubleton and singleton side suit 
holdings, and count three winners for 
a void suit.
